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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the prior reference teaches the claimed 
invention. Applicant continues arguing that Wachtler fails to teach the limitation "a thermally conductive material adhering said at least 
one microelectronic die back surface to said recess bottom surface." However, the examiner traverses this argument. Wachtler, as stated 
before, expressly teaches the claimed limitation in column 8, lines 53-57 and col. 13, lines 63-65. For instance, Wachtler states 
"[s]emiconductor device 16 is secured within cavity 14 of substrate 12 by ADHESIVE.... If adhesive is used, the die attach material 
may... be THERMALLY CONDUCTIVE" (col. 8, lines 53-57). Emphasis added. Thus, Watcher clearly anticipates the limitation in 
question. Therefore, the rejections are considered to be proper. 
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
